Writing to the -Iioiidon ^^mej^ from 
Suez, 'uhdoP'dStb of Feb. 10, Mr'. Otarlcs 

Boko says: 

On tlie 28th of .January I wrote from 
Akiiba, aniiounciug ihu discovery of 
"Blo.'ioa' Place of Prayer" at Jladian, ou 
tho east coast of I ho (iiilf of Akaba,whi(di 
I identify with tho "Enciunpment by the 
Rod Sea" of Number.s xxxiii., 10. 

I am now thankful t(} be able to report 
that the object of my expedition to dis- 
cover the' true Mo nnt Sinai" has happily 
been attained very much sooner than I 
could have anticipated, although not al- 
together in tlio manner I had expected. 

Wo left Akiilia under tho jiersoual es- 
cort of Sheikh Maliomnied ilm Ijat, the 
chief of tho Alauv/in iribo of Bedouins, to 
whom I was the bearer of a firman from 
his Highness tho Khedivo of Egypt, and 
proceeded north-eastward up tno Wady- 
ol-lthem, (tho "Elhani" of tho Exodus,) 
and encamped in tho evening at tho foot 
of Mount Barglicr, ono of the principal 
masses of tho chain of mountains, bound- 
ing tho valley of the Arnbah on tbo east 
which ttro marked ou tho maps as the 
Mountains of Shera, bub of which the 
correct dosignation is tho Mouiitains of 
Shafoh; those of Bhera, as I havo myrjolf 
seen, being a cliain extending from that 
of Siiufeh in a direction from north-west 
to south-east. 

My a jtoLiishmciit and gratification mny 
bo better imagined than doBCribed when I 
learned that this Mount Bergher is tho 
samo as a mysteroua Jabcl-e-Nitr, or 
"Mountain of Light," of which I had 
heard vagiicdy in f-lgypl as iioing that 
wlicroon tlio Almighty spoke with jMoses, 
and which, fron) its iKisitiou and other 
circumstances, is without doubt tho true 
Sinai of Si!rii)ture; although, from its 
manifest physical oharaotor, it appears to 
me that my favorite hypothesis that 
Mount Sinai was a volcano must be aban- 
doned as untenabln, 

We encamped at tho foot of tho "Moun- 
tain of Light," and during tho following 
night WB exporioiiced a most tremendous 
storm, the thunder aud lightning being 
truly terrifiq,iipiii)^a'^)f tb(B ,glaps being di- 
rectly over^ouV beads. "The rain fell in 
torrents during several hours, threaten- 
ing to wash ua away altogether. I do uot 
remember to havo over witueflscd a more 
violent tempest cither in Abyssinia or 
elsewhere; aud its ofToct on my mind was 
this — that if the words of Scripture that 
at tbe' time ol'the deU7e£7'6f !tha': 1ft V on 
Sinai "the Mountain bnrnod witli fire 
into tho midst of heivvon, with darkness, 
clouds, and thick darkness," (Deut. iv., 
11.") with other texts which I need not 
here refer to, are not, as would now ap- 
pear, to bo understood as descriptive Of a 
volcanic eruption, still less can they be 
h(dd to describe a more thunderstorm, 
howovtr violent, as is gonorally imagin- 
ed. 

As tho climbing part of my expedition 
nocossarily devolves on my young com- 
panion, Mr. Jlilne, he, ou the following 
morning, ascended the mountain on the 
Sheikh Mahommed's liomo, and accom- 
panied by the Shoilib'a sou and an atten- 
dant, also inountod,a!id bj' threo Bedou- 
ins on foot. On his return, shortly after 
four o'clock in tho afternoon, he ma le 
mo a most valuable aud iutorostiug re- 
port, of which I now gladly publish a 
fow heads, 

The way was at first up a narrow wady, 
which grows more aud more narrow till 
it boeomos a gorge. Ou the road they 
passed a ston-i on which somu inscrip- 
tions appear to hare boon cut, but wliich 
are now all defaced with the exception of 
the words, "Ya, Allah," ("Oh, God,") in 
Cutio, or old Arabic characters. Within 
the gorge itself tlujy stopped to inspoct 
another largo stone, abonc four feet long 
and two feet siiuare. mado of granite. It 
originally stoijd inirif^'lit, about two or 
three leetaway froni ihc side ofthogorgc, 
ou another stone which served as a jie 
destal; but it has now fallen over, and 
rests between its pedestal and the sido of 
the gorgo. Near tho stones the Bedouins 
come to pray; and, according to the state- 
ment of Sheikh Maboiumcil, who had 
heard it from hii-; fidb.iM-, :\nd lie from his 
father, aud so on, Sidi Ali ibn 'Elim, a 
noted Mahommodau aaint, whose tomb 
and mosque are between Uoffa and Haifa, 
came hero also to perform his devotions. 
What led him to do so my informaat 
could not say, unless bo was. commanded 
by.AUah. 

On reacliiug tho gorge tho riders had 
to hiavo their horses with two of tho 
Arabs, and perforin the rest of tho ascent 
on foot. A shoi L way up they came to a 
low wall across the gorge, which latter is 
filled with largo l)ou!di;r:-;,and close above 
tho wall, on the riglil liand.isa well three 
feet iu diameter and about tho samo to 
the surface of tlio water, which may be 
two feet deep. From this point the as- 
omit was a regular "climb," tho face of 
tho rock being smooth and almost por- 
pondioular. 

On the ridge on tho left siCo of tho 
gorgo, about 150 yards distant from tho 
well, is a jiilo of largo rounded boulders 
of granito, consisting of four st(jnes of 
tho material of the mountain, three iitand- 
ing np facing tho north and ono at the 
back to tho Mouth, aud on all of them are 
cut inscriptions, which Mr. Milno copied 
as well as hi.s oold lingers would allow 
him to do so. The si ones, which aro 
much weather-worn, are externally of a 
dark-brown colour, against which tho 
inscriptions make thomseivns visible from 
their being of a Hiurievvhat lighter colour. 
Tho lines of these "Sinaitic mscriiitions" 
are about throe (piiirteri;of an inch broad 
and very shallow, being not more than 
an eighth of au in-di deep. The figures 
on tho stones are very rude, and can hardly 
be phoneticj.neithor is it easy to aay what 
thoy arc intended to represent. 

On tho very summit of tho mountain 
they found nuiuorous shoop sknllt! and 
horns, with a fow bones, it being tho cus- 
tom of the Bedouins to come up here to 
pray and to sacrifice lamb, which is eaten 
on the spot. But none of tho remains 
appear to be very racout. It ia licro, iia I 
was told, that tho Almighty is said to have 
apokeu with IMc-^es. 

Boforo reaching tho summit snow wan 
fotind in the crevices of the mountain, nnd 
while Mr. Milno was nt the top it hailed 
aud snowed, and was bo bitterly cold that 
it was as much na ho could do to tako a 
fow angles with tho AzanuUh compass, 
and ovon this ho oould not have done had 
not his atlondantn kindled a lire by vrhiidi 
ho might warm his fini^'-^ra. Tha olova- 
tion oi tho spot is estimated at 5,000 feet, 
but it^will bo known more ocourotel7 
when oiir observations on tho journey 
como to bo calculated. Though so far 
distant, Akaba Eceraed just under liis 
feot, but ou so diminutive a scale that htj 



palm trees, the general outline of wliich 
alone was visablo. In other direcliuns 
tho landscape was blocked out by banks 
of cloud fog.and rain. 

Mount Barghir— tho Mountain of Light 
I— is ono.of Jbe^lofypsifept^^fl g^ijthe range 
of the mountains on the east si'de of the 
Wady-ol-Arabah and tho west side of the 
Wady-cl-Ith(vin, overhanging tho latter. 

^Vithollt dwelling ou the geological 
features of tho mountain, of which Air. 
John Milne's re])ort will treat very fully 
in my book; it will bo sufficient to say 
hero that it consists of a mass ofpink or 
leildiah granito, which, in places whoro 
it is weathered, assumes a dai-k brown 
hue, and that tho granito is traversed by 
nuiuerous dykos, general ly of a dark- 
green coloiir,and apparently dioritio. 

On tho sidu of tho mountain aro' many 
largo boulders, several of which aro i« 
much docomposod;on^ their 'nSdei- sides 
a.H.toform small caverns. One of these 
was as much as twenty feet, or thcro- 
abouts, each way across with a height of 
ton feot or twelve feet at tho entrance, 
slfiping down toward tho b;ick. As the 
oxistonco of a cave or caves on Mount 
Sana! if osaentiid in order to meet tho 
ro(iuiromouts of thp.tQ.xts, Exodus, xxxiii., 
22, and First Kings, xix.i 9, the fact that 
luich caves do actually exist on the Moun- 
tain of Light is most pertinent aud im- 
portant. 

Not Ic-s significant is tho fact that this 
majestic mountain is visible iu all direc- 
tions, aud that round its baso toward tho 
east and south there is^cajuping gronnS 
for hundreds of thousands of persons.' 

It would bo out of place to dwell hero 
on the importance of this discovory of tho 
Mountain of Light, as regards the eluei- 
dalion of the Sacred History. Its idenli- 
lication with the mountain on which the 
law was delivered is scarcely open to 
doubt. I had imagined that mountain to 
be a volcano. I havo publicly declared 
my conviction that such must 'ho tho fact, 
and tho journey from which 5 am now re- 
turning w.as undortakon with the express 
object of establishing this assumed fact. 
I am now boiind^ito.admit that this dis- 
covery, though m strict accordance with 
the principles enunciijited iu ray lO)H^nes 
Blbliar forty years ag(>; 'proves me to have 
boon egregiously mistaken with respect 
to tho volcanic character of Jlount Sinai. 
I mako this admission without any ro- 
Rervation,bocauBo my desire is, ns it al- 
ways has been, to adduce evidence of tho 
historical truth of the Scripture narrative 
of the Exodus, in ' contradiction to tho 
erroneous irtorpretatiou put upon that 
narrative which has caused its truth to 
bo callod in question; and I should bo a 
traitor to the eauso I havo so much at 
heart wero I attempt to bolster up my own 
opinions when found to bo unsuiip'ortc-d 
by facts. "Groat is truth.aud mighty 
above all things."

WoonnnTDGE, March 14th. 

This morning, about half past three 
o'olock, tho olhce of Mr. John Abell's 
maobinesbop.a-were diaooTered to boon 
fire. The business of the works had luuoh 
increased of late, and tho ollico work had 
become very straining on the ])rincijia]s, 
and, iu oousctiuence, they wero often 
during tho wiuvor as late 03 twelve and 
oven two o'clock iu the ofiico. Last night 
tliey left tho ollico at half-past twelva. 
The burglars had, no doubt even then 
been watching for thoy had matters far 
enough advanced to blow open the safu 
in tho ollico about three o'clock. It is a 
small matter of satisfaction to know that 
thoy did uot got more than perhaps ton 
dollars in cash. The outer door of the 
safe W.1S i)erforated byasquaro hole about 
three-fouriha of an inch in size; and from 
its appeuraute not much dependouco had 
been put in the sharpness of tho cold- 
chisel, for tlie iron iamucb driven inwunl, 
RB if heavy blows v,ith n sledgo h.-.d been 
used. It Imd then been blown open with 
powder; but tho inner door and lock v/cro 
still intaot. Tho keyholo of tho inner 
lock had been enlarged by a blow on l!ie 
round punch, and powder introduced in 
the lock, with tho result of shattering tho 
dooraud laying tho contents of the safe 
open. No vouittins of iwo tin boxes are 
to be found, and the presumption is that 
they wero carried ofif for examination by 
tlis burglars. Those contained all tho 
notes of hand and otlior socuritios for 
money belonging to the liriu. 

The ot&ce was found to be on fire a 
.■short lime after tho explosion was heard. 
Two or three persons who heard the deep 
mufiled sound of the explosion, thought 
little of it, as noises at late hours often 
proceeded from tho worlcs. But the 
glare of fire was hoou seen and tho alurni 
raised. The toll-keeper at tiie bridge ad- 
jo'nirg tho premii-CK .'"aw two men going 
uiJ toward tho centre of tho village, ainl 
scarcely past the works, when ho raisud 
the alarm. Ha supposes them to bave 
been the desperadoes who had dono the 
deed. 

Tv^o oxtonsivo ranges of buihlint^'s. three 
stories in height in front and runnin;; 
back about three hundred feet, full of tho 
most cxiionsivo machinery and tools, and 
a largo y.-\rd piled with tho moat valuable 
sorts of seasoned lumber, all a smokiug 
ruin. Tho loss ia var'ously estimated at 
from 8100,000 to S200,0ub. There was 
no insuruuco, 

Ono hundred and fifty men arc thrown 
out of employment, and much sympathy 
is expressed for them, for many of them 
havo families.
